IS RELIGION AN EDUCATIONAL 
ESSENTIAL? 



deavoring to measure up to their task 
against many handicaps. These schools 
are open for instruction approximately 
fifty hours during the entire year, and 
attendance is voluntary. The public 
schools are open about 975 hours per 
year, with attendance compulsory. The 
ratio is twenty to one, with religious in- 
struction on the short end. Therefore, 
the Sunday Schools should be aided in 
their most important task by some 
means of instruction that will add to the 
time spent each year on the study of 
religion. 

Narberth experimented last year with 
a Daily Vacation Bible School, con- 
ducted by the Philadelphia Association 
which promoted such work in this dis- 
trict. Our experiment was in many 
ways a success and in other ways un- 
successful. We learned many lessons. 
During the four weeks in July our at- 
tendance many times passed the hun- 
dred mark, but the extremely low at- 
tendance of the closing two weeks in 
August brought average for the whole 
six weeks down to fifty boys and girls. 
The Bible stories, memory work and 
singing were taught in a fairly suc- 
cessful manner, while the handwork 
period was found to be too lengthy and 
tiresome. 

Experience gained by the above ex- 
periment would lead us to think that 
two -main faults could be remedied if a 
school of like nature were conducted 
this coming summer. First, to conduct 
a four instead of six-weeks' session, 
starting July 7th and ending August 
1st. Second, decrease the time allowed 
for handwork considerably and in its 
place substitute games, exercises, dra- 
matics, etc., all being cxpressional of 
the Bible truths taught in the study 
periods. 

The shortened term would decrease 
the budget of the school from the $225 
of last year to not more than $150, 
which amount would certainly be a low 
cost for the good accomplished. If the 
daily session (Monday to Friday) could 
be fixed at three hours— 9 to 12 o'clock 
— the total number of hours added to 
the time used by the Sunday Schools 
would be sixty, a 120 per cent, increase.
